DETAILS GIVEN 
OF LISBON STRUGGLE 


LONDON, Feb. 11. (2) — An eye- 
witness description of Lisbon foliow- 
ing the revolt was received today from 
a Reuter’s correspondent who jour- 
neyed to the Portuguese capital from 
Spain.

Civilians 
found carrying arms are to be shot 
without trial.
